Formed in 1974, the IASA is comprised of government officials at the
state, provincial, and federal levels with responsibility for snowmobile
trail development and safety training. The IASA was established to
share information about and coordinate policies on snowmobile
regulatory programs.

Organized in 1973, the International Snowmobile Council is made up
of provincial, state, regional, national, and international associations.
It was established to provide coordination of policies and actions on
issues affecting snowmobiles and snowmobiling.

ISMA was formed in 1995 and is comprised of the four international
snowmobile manufacturers (Arctco, Inc., Bombardier Corporation,
Yamaha Motor Company and Polaris Industries, Inc.). ISMA has been
established to promote public understanding and appreciation of
snowmobiling as an enjoyable and safe form of recreation. Safe Riders!
is a project of ISMA to promote safe, responsible snowmobiling for all
individuals. A newly-released snowmobile safety video is available at
no cost.

Formed in 1985, the ISMC is made up of representatives of
snowmobile publications at state, provincial, and national levels. The
ISMC was established to provide opportunity to share information
about developments in writing, editing, and publishing snowmobile
publications.

The Outdoor Empire Publishing company produces a variety of
snowmobile safety education products, including videos and
workbooks. A campaign action manual for International Snowmobile
Safety Week is also available. A copy of the "State Snowmobile Safety
Education Programs" listing is provided in the packet.

The SSCC was formed in 1974 to promote safe, enjoyable opportunities
for snowmobiling through development of a snowmobile safety
standard and certification program. Program support is given to safe
trails and operator safety training programs.
